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compounds may be allowable if enabled and supported by the specification and no other prior art 
is identified. 

5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: 

The Applicant argued that claims are enabled based upon the disclosure of a reproducible 
assay for identifying a D-serine transport inhibitor that is useful for the treatment of the recited 
conditions and that D-serine does not anticipate the claimed invention. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: The Examiner suggested that since a 
final rejection has been issued Applicants may wish to file a continuation application. The 
Examiner also provided suggestions for claims directed to Applicant's pathway including 
providing a showing of novelty of the new pathway effected by D-serine transport inhibitors and 
that the pathway is unexpected and affecting said pathway provides unexpectedly superior results 
when compared to closest prior art. 

7. Results of Interview: No specific agreement was reached.
